. Mr. Ker stated that ninety per 


ent. of the printed advertising is 
wasted but the remaining ten per 
ent. pays and pays so well that ad- 
ertising is about the surest way to 
uccess.

omething to advertise it should then 
?o out into the highways and byways 
and proclaim itself the very best 
lace under the sun in which to live, 
nd that is a fact there will be no 
rouble about new industries.

It is not likely that the party will be much of a factor in 
the national election this year but it is a safe bet that tho 
Prohibition party will make great strides through the 
leadership of Hanley. 


A SAD PREDICAMENT.

DECREASE IN POTATO CROP. 


The expected large increase in the aci'eage planted 


to potatoes on Pennsylvania farms this season has not 
materialized according to figures gathered throughout 
the state by the Pennsylvania Department of Agriculture. 
Instead of an increase there has been noted a decrease of 
about three per cent, or 8,000 acres. 


The condition of potatoes on July 1 was about 90 per 


cent, of the average and this indicates a total production 
in the state of about 18,030,812 bushels this year as com- 
pared with 20,502,000 bushels a year ago. Last year the 
Average production per acre was 75 bushels, but this 
year, according to present conditions, this average will 
be reduced to about 68 bushels per acre. These figures 
jnay be increased with the August reports when more de- 
tailed figures upon actual o ops can be secured. 


Owing to the high price obtained for potatoes lasl 


fall and winter it was expected that the acreage would 
be largely increased, but the wet weather and condition 
of the ground at planting time made conditions so unfav- 


that the results expected were not obtained.

The devil will be sure to tell you that 
you have accomplished nothing and 
had better seek some other occupation, 
and messengers have been known to 
heed his suggestion.

DECREASE IN POTATO CROP. 


The expected large increase in the aci'eage planted 


to potatoes on Pennsylvania farms this season has not 
materialized according to figures gathered throughout 
the state by the Pennsylvania Department of Agriculture. 
Instead of an increase there has been noted a decrease of 
about three per cent, or 8,000 acres. 


The condition of potatoes on July 1 was about 90 per 


cent, of the average and this indicates a total production 
in the state of about 18,030,812 bushels this year as com- 
pared with 20,502,000 bushels a year ago. Last year the 
Average production per acre was 75 bushels, but this 
year, according to present conditions, this average will 
be reduced to about 68 bushels per acre. These figures 
jnay be increased with the August reports when more de- 
tailed figures upon actual o ops can be secured. 


Owing to the high price obtained for potatoes lasl 


fall and winter it was expected that the acreage would 
be largely increased, but the wet weather and condition 
of the ground at planting time made conditions so unfav- 


that the results expected were not obtained.
